In claim 1, line 13, after "edge," - the maximum depth of the belly storage 
portion being set by said lower edge - has been inserted. 

In claim 1, line 16, after "portion", -prior to the flow barrier - has been inserted. 

In claim 5, line 2, "the fluid outlet, the fluid outlet further comprising" has been 
deleted. 

In claim 5, line 3, prior to "extending", -of the fluid outlet - has been inserted. 
In claim 17, line 16, after "below the edge,"- the maximum depth of the belly 
storage portion being set by said lower edge - has been inserted. 

In claim 17, line 19, after "portion", —prior to the flow barrier - has been inserted. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the addition 
of the recitations of the maximum depth of the belly storage portion being set by said 
lower edge and the spacing of the barrier being such that the fall trajectory intersects the 
belly portion prior to the flow barrier to the structure recited in claims 1 and 17 
patentably distinguishes over the art of record. The flow barriers Collings and the 
conduits (19, 21) of Sinex extend below the freeboard into the storage portions, while 
the flow barrier of Chavez and the baffles (13) of Sinex are arranged to impinge the 
stream, not to be placed such that the fall trajectory intersects the storage portion prior 
to the barrier.
